Captain G EORGE C/fe WELLS, United States Navy, Director 
of Contract Division, Naval Ship Systems Command (formerly / 
Bureau of "Ships - Buships) Room 3046, Main Navy Building, was~ 
advised that the purpose of the interview was to gather any 
information he had with respect to The Mite Corporation (Mite)

WELLS said that The Mite Corporation has had very 
few contracts with Buships over the years and the majority of 
contracts have been with the United States Marine Corps (USMC) .

¥EBB said that about two years ago he was Director of 
Small Business Policy under Mr. GRAEME C. BANNERM AN , who was then 
Deputy Assistant Secretary of Defense for Installations and 
Logistics • He said that representatives of The Mite Corporation, 
whose names are not recalled, conferred then with BANNERM AN and 
himself about the company 1 s contract with Department of the Navy. 
The representatives of the company related their problem which 
centered around their having spent a lot of money, about four 
million dollars, developing a product, and the Department of the 
Navy was to allow competition by invitation to bids. 

The company 1 s representatives expressed the fear that 
if competition was allowed that the firm of KLEINS CHMIDT would 
swallow The Mite Corporation but that this was not desired by the 
latter. The representatives said that they wanted to remain an 
independent business and if KLEINS CHMIDT were allowed to bid, then 
that firm would bid low, obtain the contract and thereafter, as a 
matter of practice, would utilize research of The Mite Corporation 
in form of patent infringement. They related another problem of 
research and development costs which they said they had not re- 
couped and if they lost the competitive bid, they would lose the 
contract and research and development costs. They said they had 
been told by the contracting officer to distribute their research 
and development costs over the years. 
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WEBB said it was explained to the representatives of 
The Mite Corporation that research and development costs could 
not be spread over the years of a contract, but such costs have 
to be recovered by a firm from sales in the year such costs were 
expended, and that if The Mite Corporation had such costs not 
recovered, at that time, that they should have been recovered 
in initial sales. He said the firm's representatives were not 
pleased* 

WEBB said it was explained to the representatives of 
The Mite Corporation that the Comptroller General has ruled that 
Department of Defense can copy a product and no patent infringe- 
ment is involved. He said this is common knowledge and if a 
company thinks their patent has been infringed upon, then the 
firm can apply for civil administrative remedy which will be 
heard by Department of Defense. 

He said that following this conference, letters were 
received from Senator THOMAS J. DODD, inquiring as to the status 
of the situation, WEBB said that he was in conference with one 
of Senator DODD f s aides, although he cannot remember the man 1 s 
name. He said he was about five feet ten inches in height and 
weighed about 190 to 200 pounds, being heavyset. He said he 
told this aide substantially the same thing as had been told 
the representatives of The Mite Corporation. He said he never 
saw Senator DODD himself and had no direct dealings with him. 
There was only one conference with those present being Mr. 
BANNEKMAN, Senator DODD 1 s aide, and himself. He said no undue f 
pressure was brought to bear in the discussion, 

WEBB said he thinks the procurement proposal went to 
the street for bids with The Mite Corporation being the low 
bidder and thereafter being awarded the contract. 

WEBB said that Mr. BANNEKMAN made a positive decision 
that no research and development costs could be recoverable as 
proposed by The Mite Corporation together with the procurement 
proposal should be invitation for bid. WEBB said neither the 
Department of the Navy nor the United States Marine Corps, the 
actual procuring agency , changed plans or decisions with regard 
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to the contract in question with The Mite Corporation. He said 
the inquiry of Senator DODD made no difference in decisions of 
the Navy or Marine Corps, to his knowledge.

JONES said he does not have any formal file on The Mite 
Corporation, but from memory recalls The Mite Corporation as 
being in the district of Senator THOMAS J. DODD, Connecticut. He 
recalls that during the middle part of 1965, someone from Senator 
DODD* s office, whose name he does not remember, called with 
respect to this firm. He said the purpose of the call was whether 
a certain procurement proposal could be immediately transformed 
into a contract with The Mite Corporation. 

JONES said the proposed contract had been held up by 
Navy because there were two other contracts involved and no agree- 
ment could be reached with respect to an accounting problem of 
the company and with respect to their research and development 
costs o It was felt the proposed procurement should not be 
finalized into a contract form until some understanding was had 
with the two existing problems ♦ 

He said the procurement proposal in question was the 
equipment nomenclature TGC-15, a teletypewriter- The United 
States Marine Corps (USMC) , the agency having the procurement 
cognizance, considered the procurement to be one of urgency, and 
considered The Mite Corporation as the only source capable of 
producing the equipment within the necessary time element. s 
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He said that the Bureau of Ships (BUSHIPS), the agency 
having the technical cognizance, was also interested in the 
procurement proposal . He said that Contract Appraisal Branch, 
Procurement Division, Office of the Chief of Naval Material, 
was the facility which would approve any contract between the 
USMC and The Mite Corporation. Therefore, because of the diffi- 
culties encountered, at the time, a conference was held attended 
by representatives of USMC, BUSHIPS, and Contract Appraisal 
Branch. JONES said he chaired such conference and discussion 
was had with respect to the accounting system of The Mite 
Corporation and their research and development costs.

total research and development costs of the item, whereas it 
actually planned to market the product publicly. The method of

A portion of the 
travel for the 1965 trip was financed by the Government of 
Korea but Senator DODD indicated it came from The Asian People's 
Anti- Communist League, rather than from the Government of Korea. 

"With regard to the 1961 trip to the Far East, my 
knowledge of this matter is basically secondhand because the 
trip took place just before I joined the Senator's staff. I 
heard from |~ I former membe~c of Senator DODD's staff, 

that the Philippine Government wanted Senator DODD to go to
